The news that Mrs. W. D. Steele 
had passed away at University hos­ 
pital, Kansas City. Monday, was re­ 
ceived in Sedalia with universal 
sorrow. 
Although her demise had 
been expected for some time on ac­ 
count of reports that had come 
from her bedside, the actual knowl­ 
edge that she had passed away 
came as a shock to the entire com­ 
munity. Today in all circles of the 
city the knowledge that this gra­ 
cious woman 
had gone 
cast a 
gloom, and expessions of regret and 
Borrow were heard oil every hand. 
The body 
arrived 
in 
Sedalia 
Tuesday noon, accompanied by her 
husband, Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Rayless 
Steele and Mr. and Mrs. George 
Reuland of Kansas City, the latter 
formerly Miss Mary McMillan of 
Sedalia. A group of intimate friends 
of the family met them at the sta­ 
tion, and accompanied them to the 
family home, 604 West Broadway. 
Many were the words of tribute 
paid to Mrs. Steele and many long 
forgotten incidents were recalled 
today among those who had known 
her many years, and many from 
her early 
childhood. 
Occasions 
when she had extended help, offer­ 
ed her service and aided private 
and public benefactions were spok­ 
en of, each recalling others when 
this good woman had participated 
in various activities for the benefit 
of her own city. 
John Montgomery, jr., in conver­ 
sation, recalled the fact that Mrs. 
Steele was perhaps the only wo­ 
man in the United States wrho was 
unofficially at least, a life member 
of the Y. M. C. A. 
He told the 
story of how many years ago when 
the Y. M. C. A. was first established 
in Sedalia and had a desperate 
struggle for existence, Mrs. Steele 
was one of its most enthusiastic 
and generous supporters, giving not 
only of her means, but of ber tal­ 
ent, in an effort to place it upon a 
paying basis. 
The board of direc­ 
tors, in recognition of her efforts, 
voted that she be made a life mem­ 
ber of the organiation, but after­ 
wards found that this could not be 
done on account of the fact that 
women were not eligible. 
Never­ 
theless, the action of the board 
stood, and during all these years 
Mrs. Steele has been considered a 
member of the organization 
by 
those who knew of the incident re­ 
ferred to. Toward the Y. M. C. A. 
and 
other organizations, 
Mrs* 
Steele was always very liberal, and 
Mr. Montgomery related the story 
of her contributions to this particu­ 
lar work. He said that when solic­ 
iting funds for it, he always called 
upon Mrs. Steele year after year, 
and always there was generous re­ 
sponse. finally Mrs. Steele suggest­ 
ed to him that the trouble of call­ 
ing upon her each year was un­ 
necessary, and said: “When you 
make up your yearly budget, and 
decide how much money you need, 
you put me down for just what you 
think I ought to give and send out 
and get it.

Washington, Feb. 3.—Taking up 
the contention 
of Rear Admiral 
Sims in the matter of naval medal 
awards, point by point. Secretary 
Daniels in his appearance today be­ 
fore the senate investigating sub­ 
committee took direct and emphat­ 
ic issue with the admiral. Flanked 
by voluminous records from the 
navy 
department, 
the secretary 
went 
into 
detail 
in explaining 
changes he made on conferring dec­ 
orations as recommended by the 
commanding officers of the navy 
and by the Knight board of medal 
awards. 
The naval secretary outlined to 
the committee the two chief differ­ 
ences between his views and the 
views held by Admiral Sims in the 
warding of the medals. These were 
at variance as to the importance of 
service *at sea as compared with 
service on shore and differences on 
the question of whether a distin- 
queshed service medal should be 
awarded under any circumstances 
to a commander of ship sunk or se­ 
riously damaged by enemy subma­ 
rines. or mines. Asserting that Ad­ 
miral Sims, while on shore duty, 
both in the Spanish-American and 
world war, “demonstrated ability of 
a high order,” Secretary Daniels 
said: “The position of Rear Admir­ 
al Sims in placing shore duty above 
sea duty in the danger zone is no 
doubt influenced by his own re­ 
cord.” 
Figures were presented showing 
Admiral Sims had served about 
sixteen years on shore duty and 
nine years at sea. In justifying his 
contentions that individual duties 
ashore are necessarily of secondary 
importance to duties 
afloat, 
Mr. 
Daniels asserted: “On shore a man 
decides important question in the 
quiet of office surrounded with time 
to w'eigh the pos and cons, and if 
he makes a mistake, his error of 
decision is not immediately follow­ 
ed by disastrous results. 
At sea, 
particularly in submarine warfare, 
the commander, like all his men, is 
in imminent peril of death. 
He 
must make momentous decisions in 
a flash of a single moment, often 
when his ship has been attacked, 
and when coolness and poise are 
necessary 
to save 
the lives 
of 
scores or hundreds of men. A mis­ 
take in this emergency is fatal to 
an officer in command at sea.” 
Wit!h this as an impelling reason, 
the secretary said, he disapproved 
of the disparity between honors to 
men ashore and afloat as recom­ 
mended by the Knight board, and 
accordingly refused or eliminated a 
number of awards for shore ser­ 
vice. 
In support of his contention 
that a commander of a ship sunk 
or damaged by submarine attack 
was entitled to a medal, if he show­ 
ed 
proper 
qualifications. 
even 
though the ship was unable to com­ 
bat the submarine, Secretary Dan­ 
iels cited numerous examples in 
American naval history and pointed 
to instances of such awards by the 
I French 
government 
during 
the 
! world war. 
American naval history, he told 
the committee, was filled with pre­ 
cedents 
upholding

in 
awarding the distinguished service 
medal to commanders of ships sunk 
bv submarines or mines.

showing the gross earnings of all 
classes of bituminous mine work­ 
ers in the central competitive field 
during the ten months immediately 
preceding the walkout on Novem­ 
ber I, compiled from 
“pay 
roll 
records.'’ were presented in evi­ 
dence before the coal strike settle­ 
ment commission yesterday by the 
operators. 
They were challenged by John L. 
Lewis, acting president of the Unit­ 
ed Mine W orkers of America. 
C. 
L\ Lesher, statistical! 
of the 
Na­ 
tional Coal Association, said 
tile 
figures were obtained from “repre­ 
sentative m ines” employing not less 
than 15 per cent of the total num­ 
ber of workers in each field and 
that he believed them “truly repre­ 
sentative.” 
Drawing the 
admission 
from 
Lesher that Hie final selection of 
mines was left entirely to the sec­ 
retary of operators* committee in 
each field, Lewis asked: 
“W hat assurance can ho given 
that the secretaries in 
selecting 
fheir 15 per cent did not select tho 
lateen mines out of the IOO where 
I lie earnings were larger than in 
Hie rem ainder?” 
“Our only assurance is entire con­ 
fidence in their ability 
and 
hon­ 
esty.” replied Lesher. 
Numerous figures showing the 
average earnings for groups of mer. 
working the same num ber of days 
Mi the Pittsburgh thick and thin 
vein fields in the ten m onths’ per­ 
iod, as representative of the entire 
central field, were read into the 
record by Ralph Crew^s, attorney 
for the operators. 
Taken at random, the 
figures 
showed that in October, the month 
preceding the strike, the average 
earnings of 44 pick miners wrorking 
27 days w’ere $213.27. 
In the thin 
vein field 29 men working 27 days 
in the same month received for 
that time average earnings 
of 
$209.84. 
Machine miners in the same field 
furred in more days* wTork. the 
table show’ed. and also 
received 
slightly higher proportionate earn­ 
ings. 
Instances w-ere noted where ma­ 
chine runners iii selected plants 
earned $12 to $15 a day, in select­ 
ed months. 
After the introduction of these 
exhibits. Lewis said iii a statem ent 
that the operators neglected to 
tell the commission that the m a­ 
chine runners were the most highly 
skilled and best paid class of labor 
in the coal mines.” 
“Nor d (I the operators tell the 
commission that machine runners 
work ten. twelve or sixteen hours 
a day,” Lew'is said. 
“These figures 
mean nothing when compared with 
the fact that in the sitf-vear per­ 
iod from 1913 to 1918. inclusive, 
the average annual earnings of all 
of the mine workers in the central 
competitive- field were $873.85. The 
only fair way to ascertain a m an’s 
earnings is to take his earnings for 
a year, not a day or a week.” 


ESTIMATE ON REVENUES 
IN MEXICO FOR YEAR 


Juarez. Mex., Feb. 3.—Probable 
revenues of the Mexican federal 
go\Ternm ent for the year 1920 are 
estim ated at 167.800,000 pesos in a 
preliminary report of the ministry 
of finance, made public here by J 
Felipe Valle, collector of customs 
This is equivalent to approximate­ 
ly $83,900,250 in American money 
The calculation is based on rev 
enues of 1918 compared with fig 
tires so far obtainable for 1919. 
Of the estimated total revenues 
40.000.000 pesos is expected from 
import and 80.000.000 pesos frorr 
export duties, according to the re 
pert. 
It proposes little variation 
from present revenue laws and sa>-' 
increased receipts 
are 
expected 
from revival of commerce and in 
dustry which lias been noted dur 
ing 1919. 
Referring to the great preponder 
ance of imports from the United 
States in 1918, due to interruption 
of trade with Europe, the report 
calls attention to a large propor 
Hen a1 increase of imports 
frorr 
Europe in 1919. 
This increase was 
especially 
noticeable 
regarding 
Spain, from which country the im 
ports for the first three months oi 
1919 exceeded the entire amount

INDIANS SHOW AN 


INCREASE DURING 


PAST FEW YEARS 


By Associated Press. 
W ashington. 
Feb. 
3 — Despite 
popular belief that the civilization 
forced upon him by the white man 
means his ultimate extinction, the 
North American Indian, 
reviving 
from a long period of decadence, 
has show'n such substantial 
in­ 
crease iii population 
in 
recent 
> ears that he probably is scarcely 
less numerous today than wfhen Co­ 
lumbus discovered America. 
Startling as this assertion may be 
to those w’ho have pictured Ameri­ 
can forests iii the 
discoverer’s 
time as swarming with red men. it 
is freely advanced by experts of the 
governm ent’s Indian bureau, Who 
maintain that the Indian necessari­ 
ly formed an exceedingly scant 
population w'hich probably at 
no 
period materially exceeded 
the 
total of 333,702 Indians reported 
b’ (he bureau for last year. 
“Tile Indian no longer is to be 
thought of as a dying race,” de­ 
clared Dr. Lawrence W. White, an 
Indian authority of the bureau “In 
support of that statem ent it is 
necessary, in the first place, to dis­ 
abuse the public mind of the tra ­ 
dition handed down by discoverers 
and early colonists that American 
forests in their day swarmed with 
the dusky figure of the red man. 
As the Indian neglected agriculture 
almost completely, it is highly im­ 
probable that this country, con­ 
sidering its latitude, could have 
supported more than several hun- 
Ireil thousand of his race.’ 
On the other hand. Dr. W hite 
continued, the Indian in the pres­ 
ent day, after periods of sharp de­ 
crease following as a natural re­ 
action to sudden contract with tho 
civilization of the white man, is 
seen to be making substantial gains 
in population. 
“While many estim ates or guess­ 
es of the Indian population were 
made during the past century,’’ 
said Dr. White, “ranging from less 
than 100,000 to 400,000, the first 
reliable census was made by the 
Indian bureau in 1870, when the 
population was placed at 313,712. 
So figures dem onstrate that in the 
last fifty years the Indian popula­ 
tion has made a substantial net 
gain. 
Pointing to statistics which show' 
an excess of births over deaths of 
1,522 In 1916 and almost as great 
an excess in 1917, normal years 


(which were not affected by the 
j epidemic of influenza, Dr. W hite 
I declared these figures “fully re- 
: fleeted the generosity of a govern­ 
ment that has increased its Indian 
health appropriation alone 
from 
$40,000 in 1911 to $350,000 in 1917 
and subsequent years.” They dem­ 
onstrate, he said, that with 
the 
schools, hospitals and 
other ad­ 
vantages now provided tor him. the 
Indian, be he tribesman or freed­ 
man, is “not a dying race but 
rather a flourishing one.” 
Had he 
been treated as other nations have 
treated savage tribes, Dr 
White 
concluded, there probably 
\tould 
not be a “vestige of the race with­ 
in our republic today.”

A committee of experts from the 
United States Public Health ser­ 
vice, the Bureau of Education and 
other national authorities recently 
conducted an investigation into the 
subject of the conrol of epidemic 
of disease among school children 
and advise that schools should not 
be closed during epidemics. 
This 
com m ittee reports that the success­ 
ful control 
of 
diseases among 
school children requires that the 
schools be kept open, except, per­ 
haps, in the sparsely settled rural 
districts, where supervision by phy­ 
sicians is impossible. 
They rec­ 
ommend that during an epidemic 
all school children should be care­ 
fully inspected each morning and 
provision made for the exclusion of 
all cases of the disease and sus­ 
pects. 
The suspects should be ex­ 
cluded until the clinical data war­ 
rants their return to school.

method is preferable to the fixed 
period of exclusion. 
Children who 
are ill should be regularly visited 
by a school nurse, physician or oth­ 
e r health visitor, employed by the 
school board. 
The disinfection of 
the school room and the sick room 
should be accompanied by soap and 
- w ater cleansing and fresh air and 
sunshine, rather than by chemical 
disinfectants. 
The same rule for preventing a 
number of diseases which are prev­ 
alent this time of year apply to in- 
_ fluenza. 
Diseases of this sort are 
spread by persons who carelessly 
cough, spit and sneeze iii th e vicin­ 
ity of other persons. They are con­ 
tracted also by putting dirty fingers 
and other unclean objects into the 
mouth, as for example, a spoon or 
cup which has been used by anoth­ 
e r pedson and which has not been 
sterilized by putting it in boiling 
water. 
Knowing how these diseases are 
spread it is easy to avoid them by 
observing a few simple precautions. 
School teachers are requested to 
copy these rules on the school room 
blackboard and thoroughly instruct 
their charges in their meaning and 
amplication.
